CHANCELLOR RESENTED AMERICAN NOTE 
IDT ADVISED AGAINST BREAK WITH IU 


London, May 12.—What purports to be a summary of the speech of Dr. Von Bethmann- 


Hollwegg, the German Imperial Chancellor, at the secret sitting of the general committee of the 
Reichstag on May 5, concerning Germany's reply to America, is published by the wireless press 
today, under a Berne date. The wireless press states that the following remarks by the Chancellor 
may be accepted as unquestionably authentic: 


"I have said before that we must drop all sentimentality. I repeat that with regard to our 


dispute with America, our self-respect was wounded by the aggressive wording of the 
American 


note to Germany. Our feelings urge us to repel this interference with our legitimate methods of 
warfare, and tell America to mind her own business, but considerations of policy compel us to sub- 
ordinate patriotic reason. We must be guided, however, not by our feelings, but by the coolest 
judgment. 


"We have one aim and one duty, namely, to win the war; therefore any policy which endan- 


gers our victory must be avoided. The overwhelming majority of opinion regards a rupture of re- 
lations with America as a grave peril. 
. 


"A great mistake has been committed in overestimating the value of the 
submarine cam- 


paign against England. Our naval officers no longer believe in th probability of reducing Eng- 
land to starvation and ruin by submarines even if the war lasts another two years. It is true that 
these instruments can inflict a frightful amount of damage, but this damage would be insufficient to 
outweigh the danger to ourselves of America's hostilities. 


"It is folly to underestimate the consequence of a conflict with America, nor should we risk 


only America's enmity. Our information leads us to believe that other neutrals might follow Amer- 
ica s lead.

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WHEN FRANCE RESOLVED TO HOLD VERDUN 


"When the German attack before Verdun developed to its true 


proportions, General Joffre and the French high -command practi- 
cally as a unit advocated the abandoning of Verdun. 
Not 
only 


did "they advocate this, but precisely as Field Marshal French is- 
sued the orders for the withdrawal from Ypres in the first battle of 
Flanders, Joffre is believed to have ordered the retreat from Ver- 
dun, and to his orders is attributed the loss of Douaumont, which 
naturally—but as it turned out, erroneously—convinced the 
Ger- 


mans that Verdun was about to fall 
into their hands. 


Joffre's reasons were perfectly plain. To retreat for a. few 


miles, to straighten the line and abolish the salient, was to surren- 
der a city that had no present military value, to give over a point 
which was difficult to hold—which was, in fact an invitation 
to 


attack, and to attack under the most favorable circumstances 
for 


the assaliant. To give up Verdun, now under the terrific fire of the 
most extensive artillery concentration the world ever had 
seen, 


•was to give over a few miles of French territory—that and 
noth- 


ing more. In the present trench war it is only the piercing of the 
line that counts. In September the French had made an advance 
of two or three miles in Champagne, in May and June they had 
scored similarly in Artois, in.April of 1015, the Germans had done 
the same thing about Ypres; but these successes had been without 
morrow, because the lines behmd^had held. 


To keep Verdun meant to spend "many thousand 
lives, 
to 


lose it meant, from the military standpoint, just nothing since the 
hills south of Verdun were quite as suitable for defensive opera- 
tions. They were beyond the reach of the German heavy artillery, 
as it was then in position, and behind these hills the French could 
concentrate artillery and men in sufficient quantity 
to meet 
the 


German concentration, which would have to be moved 
forward 


over several miles to reach the new front. 
Thus for 
many 
days 


Paris and London believed that Verdun would be evacuated, and

But French high command did not have its way. 
One hears 


much in history of the evil consequences of the interference with 
the- soldier for which the politician is responsible. 
Conceivably, 


the case of Verdun may prove one example of the wisdom of 
the 


politiican and the inferior judgment of the soldier. At all events, 
the French statesmen; the Prime Minister, members of the cab- 
inet, members of the two branches of the 
legislature 
promptly 


appreciated the political as contrasted with the military aspects 
of Verdun, They recognized jrhat the effect upon the world would 
be of a shining German success, of a success that would shine be- 
cawe, whatever the military fact, the civil legend concerning Ver- 
diurmade of it a Gibraltar. 


There was then a sudden'.crisis,'a'rearcrisis in the 
political 


life of the Republic. The civilian government said tq the military, 
"Verdun must be defended; it must be defended because its value, 
its moral value, is incalculable." To this 
opinion the military 


mind yielded, mainly, it is said, because General de Castelnau, the 
second in command,'finally cariie to' se'c'lhc situation us the politi- 
cians saw it. As a result, de Castelnau went to 
Verdun. The 


man who had saved Nancy undertook at the eleventh hour to save 
Verdun, and he succeeded. -With him he.took PeUiti, who will al- 
ways be remembered in French history as the actual defender oi; 
Verdun. 


At Verdun, soldiers and ambulance drivers alike told me of 


the electrical effect of the coming of these two men. For several 
days the crowds of inhabitants of the villages hastily evacuated as 
the German advance was pushed and clogged 
the roads. 
Men 


said to one another, "C'est la retraite"—"This means 
retreat." 


But suddenly there was an end of retreat; the lines held. 
The 


famous Twentieth Corps, the Iron 
Corps 
of 
so 
many 
great 


achievements, arrived. 
Men, munitions, guns and still more guns 


arrived. At the end of ten days the immediate peril was over, 
the first furious drive had failed before Verdun, as the French at- 
tacks had failed in Artois and Champagne a year before. Prison- 
ers, positions, glins the Germans bad captured. Their local triumph 
was quite as great as that of the French in the 
preceding 
.Sep- 


tember, but the French had only been compelled to shorten their 
lines, as the British bad been forced to shorten their lines about 
Ypres after the gas attack in the 
previous

The wireless press states that the following remarks by the Chancellor 
may be accepted as unquestionably authentic:

"I have said before that we must drop all sentimentality. I repeat that with regard to our 


dispute with America, our self-respect was wounded by the aggressive wording of the • American ' 
note to Germany. Our feelings urge us to repel this interference with our legitimate, methods of 
warfare, and tell America to mind her own business, but considerations of policy compel us to sub- 
ordinate patriotic reason. We must be guided, however, not by our feelings, but by the coolest • 
judgment.

WHEN FRANCE RESOLVED TO HOLD VERDUN 


When the German attack* before Verdun developed to its true 
portions, general Joffre and the French high command pncti-, 


callv as' a unit advocated the abandoning of 
L Verdun. 
Not 
only 


did "they advocate this, but precisely as yield Marshal French, is- 
tued the orders for the ..withdrawal from Ypres in the first battle of 
Flanders.' Joffre is believed to" have, ordered .the retreat from.Ver-r 
inn and to his orders a attributed the loss of Dpuaumont, which 
-jjturallv—but as it turned out, erroneously—convinced the Ger- 
mans that Verdun was about to fall _into their hands.'" 


Joffre's reasons-were perfectly plain. To retreat fora few 


miles, to straighten the line and abolish the salient; was to rarren- 
der a city that had no present military value, to give over a point 
ithich was difficult to hold—which was, in fact an invitation' to 
attack, and to attack under tae most favorable "circumstances 
for 


the assaliant. To give up Verdun, riow nndcr the terrific fire of the 


most extensive artillery concentration the world ever had seen, 
was to give over a few miles of French territory—that and noth- 
ing more. In the present trench war it is only the piercing of the 
line that counts. In September the French had made an advance 
of two or three miles in Champagne, in May and June they 
had 


scored similarly in Artois'.in April of 1915, the Germans had done 
the same thing about Yp'res; but these successes had been without' 
.morrow, because the lines behind had held. 
- 
, 


To keep Verdun meant to spend many thousand lives, 
to 


lose it meant, from the military standpoint, just nothing since the 
hills south of Verdun were quite as suitable for defensive opera- 
tions. They were beyond the reach 'of the German heavy artillery, 
as it was then in position, and behind these Mis the French could 
eoncentrate artillery and men in sufficient quantity to meet the 
German concentration, which would have to tie moved, forward 
over several miles to reach the,new, front. Thus for many days 
Paris and London believed that Verdun would be evacuated, and 
Berlin, doubtless knowing the French point,of view, steadily in- 
sisted upon the approaching fall of the town. He-read the Ger- 
man statements and official communiques and you will find a 
.confidence which is patently not mere' manufactured 
confidence; 


the Germans believed that they were about to take, Verdun be- 
cause they knew that the French high command did not mean to 
- defend it to the last ditch. 


But French high command did not have its way. One hears 


much in history of the evil consequences of. the interference with 
i the soldier for which the politician is responsible. 
Conceivably, 


the ease of Verdun may prove one example of the wisdom of 
the 


politiican and the inferior judgment of the soldier. ( At all events, 
the French statesmen, the Prime Minister, members of the cab- 
inet, members of the two branches,of the legislature promptly 
appreciated the political as contrasted with the military aspects 
of Verdun. They recognized what the effect upon the world would 
be of a shining German success, of a success that would shine be- 
cause, whatever the military fact, the civil legend concerning Ver- 
dun made of it a Gibraltar; 


There was then a sudden crisis, a real crisis in the political 


life of the Republic.- The civilian government said to the military, 
"Verdun must be defended; it must be defended because its value, 
its moral value, is incalculable." To this opinion 
the military 


mind yielded, mainly, it is Said, because General de Castelnau, the 
second in command, finally came to see the situation as the politi- 
cians saw it. As a result, de Castelnau went to Verdun. 
The 


man who had saved Nancy undertook at the eleventh hour to save 
Verdun, and he succeeded. With him he took Petain, who will al- 
ways be .remembered, in .French history as the actual defender of 
Verdun. 


At Verdun, soldiers and ambulance drivers alike: told me'of 


(he electrical effect of the coining of these two men. For several 
daystlie crowds of-inhabitants of the villages hastily evacuated as 
the German advance was pushed and clogged". the roads. 
Men 


said to one another, "C'est la retraite"—"This means .retreat." 
But. suddenly there was an end of retreat; the lines held. 
The 


famous Twentieth Corps, the Iron Corps of 80 many great 
achievements, arrived. Men, munitions, guns and still more guns 
arrived. At the end of ten days the immediate peril was over, 
the first furious drive had failed before Verdun, as the French at- 
tacks had fuiUfd in Artois and Champagne a year before. Prison- 
ers, positions, guns the Germans had captured. Their local triumph 
ns quite as great as that of the French in the preceding Sep- 
tember, but the French had only been compelled to shorten their 
lines, ns the British had been forced to shorten their lines about 
Ypres after the gas attack in the 
previous spring^—From "The

ernment, General John A. BinRhrim 
having pot a special act through 
congress for this. Gray's father was 
killed nt the hnttle of Stilhvater. anil 
he. took his plaoc In the army, hoinp 
only sixteen years old then. He serv- 
ed through the remainder of the war 
His mJlltttry record is on file at thr 
nlllce of tho state commissioner of sol- 
dlcn*' claims.— Columbus Dispatch.
